A man who has been in the military 
service und is now in congress points 
out a few faults which, he suys, are 
natural because the whole churu<-ter 
of warfare has been changed The gen­ 
era! staff has n*ams and reams o f plaus 
for fighting In terrains and sectors and 
for repelling invasions of the United 
States. 
Possibly they have som e plans 
for fighting in Europe. 
It appears that

dispel so that the people of this coun­ 
try w ill have a full understanding of 
tho situation.

It would seem to lie only iiom*s 
nary to read the reports of the treat­ 
ment of the prisoners in Germany, the 
iii feeling which has been displayed 
toward the allies, particularly England. 
to show that all of the German people 
are In deadly earnest In the great war. 
Mure than that, our people hail ample 
opportunity for observation during the 
time w e were standing as a neutral 
All of the German people In this coun­ 
try were on the side o f Germany.

is to be presumed that the German 
people are united at the present tine 
met it. 
T a lk of Peaca. 
I here is now and will continue to Ive 
much talk of j>cae©, aud it U ol*fiorv»*<t 
whenever there la h serious discussion 
of that subject the question bolis u,» 
as to whether w e sre going to make 
poaoc with the present German gov­ 
ernment or w Itll som e new government 
that Is expected to Ie formed In Ger­ 
many. 
Answers to Inquiries of this 
klud fall to develop the Idea which has 
l»ecn promulgated to the effect that the 
German people are not In tills war.
